Maritime radio from 410-512 Khz. was very common up to a few years ago. 
Soon it will become a thing of the past when CW/MCW is phased out in 1999! We 
amateur operators will be the ONLY ones left to preserve the tradition of manual 
morse 
radiotelegraphy. 

The common frequencies used by ships in that region are: 410, 425, 454, 
468, 

480, 500 and 512 Khz. Sometimes 432 and 444 were used, but not often. The 
coast 

stations were all on 500 khz plus a ‘working’ frequency assigned to that coast 
station. 

The usual procedure is for the ship to call on 500 khz., the calling and 
distress channel 

and shift to another of the frequencies above. For instance, WNU Slidell uses 
478 as it's working frequency. They will usually request the ship change to 480 
or 468 to pass their 

traffic, the ship listening to 478 khz. 

On the 400-500 khz band you are in an entirely different world than HF! 
Most 
transmitters use 'variometers' (variable inductors) for tuning instead of 
variable capacitors. 

(Due to their greater tuning range in that region) The variometers are wound 
with large "litz" wire (16-10 guage) for greater efficiency. Most shipboard 
antennas are either 150-200' 

wires or verticals with some form of top loading. Nearly all are fed directly 
with a single 

wire feed as a transmission line. Even at relatively low power levels (200-500 
watts) the 

RF voltages present at the transmitter output terminal are VERY high. I have 
seen an 

"A2" modulated 500 watt transmitter's output jump a 5-6" insulator to ground on 
a damp 

day, the spark 'singing' at the modulation frequency (usually around 800 hz.) 
Very 

awesome! 

The Mackay and RCA transmitters predominately used a pair of 813 tubes in 
class "C". Power level (either 250 or 500 watts output) determined by the power 


supply 

installed. This was the "main" transmitter. "Emergency" or "Reserve" 
transmitters 

commonly used 807's or 6146's and ran about 40-50 watts out. The "main" ran 
from the 

ship's AC or DC 'mains' voltage, while the "Reserve" transmitter ran from 12 VDC 
batteries. 

Two receivers were required to be carried, the "main" operating from the "mains" 
and 

the "Reserve" operating from a battery supply. 

In the past, lower frequencies were used as well. Seems like I recall 
143 Khz 
was the calling frequency in that band. This was a holdover from the "Spark" 
and "Arc" 
days. Back then they made high powered RF alternators to generate RF on those 
frequencies! The "old" radio room looked like an electrician's nightmare 
instead of 
a room for radios! This, of course, is where the term "Sparks" came from for 
the 
Radio Officer. The term carries over to this day. 

On a good night, it was not at all unusual for me, using a converted 
BC-453 receiver, to hear WCC-Chatham, MA, WSL-New York, WOE-Florida, KFS in 
California, 
and KLB in Seattle all in one night on 500 khz. This from New Orleans. 
Naturally, 
the "Gulf" stations: WNU, WLO, KLC, WPA, WAX, WPD all came roaring thru along 
with CLA-Havana. Frequently you'd hear the Mexicans, and sometime Curacao 
Radio. 

I would think for amateur operations to be successful on these 
frequencies, 
one would need a GOOD vertical antenna at least 50-75' high with a top-loading 
system. Also necessary would be a GOOD radial system with no less than 36 
radials 
at least as long as the antenna is high. This should also apply to the 
"Low-fer" 
band as well. A decent radial system is necessary in the broadcast band as any 
broadcast engineer knows, if one wants good coverage and a high as possible 
field strength. WNU used to use a dual long wire about 200-300' long and up 
on a couple of 100' plus telephone poles. Think they ran around 5-10 kw. and 
put out a fairly decent signal. I don't know what kind of a ‘ground plane' or 
radial 
or counterpoise system they used. 

In the VLF/LF range, I found the TRF-regenerative receiver superior to 
anything else. Superhets are full of birdies and spurious responses, especially 
in a metropolitan area where there are lots of AM broadcast stations etc. The 
old Armstrong 'regenny' still seems to be the simplest and best in this 
frequency 
range for CW reception.

- Call 800/352-3572 and ask them to mail you a copy of form DD-2345, the 
"Militarily Critical Technical Data Agreement". 

- Fill out the form and mail it back to the specified address. In section 
4, where it asks for "DESCRIPTION OF RELEVANT BUSINESS ACTIVITY", a buddy of 
mine wrote "for hobby activity" and got the form signed. 

- Assuming that the powers-that-be find you an acceptable risk, you'll 
receive the original DD-2345 back in a few weeks, signed by some U.S. and 
some Canadian functionaries. 


When you want to buy a manual, make a copy of the signed original DD-2345, 
sign the new copy, and send the new copy in with the your manual request. 
If fortune smiles on you, the manual will be available and they'll quote you 
a price. 


Apparently, these ‘Joint Certification’ folks are mostly worried about 


sensitive data finding it's way beyond U.S. & Canadian borders. In 1991, I 
used this form to buy (from McClellan AFB in Sacramento) a set of manuals 
for a TSC-15 radio shelter, a unit designed in the late 1950's. All the 
books came to me with all the front pages stamped in red ink with a verbose 
‘NOT FOR EXPORT' warning. In 1993, I saw about 200 lbs of the xsamex 
manuals inside some TSC-15s at a Sacramento scrapyard - no doubt destined 
for Taiwan or Korea... 


Of course, the trick is to find out just what government facility has the 
book you're after... I haven't dealt with her in several years, but this 
lady at McClellan AFB was quite helpful - try her at: 


Dorothy Voxland at 916/643-4380 or 916/643-4381 or 916/643-2111. 


Various Air Logistics Centers are 'prime' for different electronic 
systems, and McClellan ALC is prime for most any radio shelter in the Armed 
Forces - they even fix shelters for the Marine Corps. They are a 
reasonable place to start. If McClellan doesn't work on a particular 
electronic system then they can't supply you with the book for it, but they 
can generally refer you to the facility which does work on it.

I have had hundreds of 
them pass through my hands at flea markets, but I don't know an "FT-243" 
from any other type. I see requests all time on the BA net for this crystal 
type or that type, but I can't respond because I don't know them by types. 
Has someone published a quick reference so I can tell if I have something 
you might want? 


Here is what I think would be handy: A cross reference showing the type, 
"FT-243", for example, with a pin configuration showing number of pins (I 
have seen some with more than two pins), pin spacing, pin configuration, pin 
diameter, and any other characteristic like package style or unique 
lettering or marking that might help me identify a crystal. This should be 
easy for one of you crystal experts who have all this data in your head 
already. I know this will generate some controversy, but a little guidance 
on how to price them for sale would be helpful, too. For those of you who 
think helping others price stuff they are not familiar with is not a good 
thing to do, please look in my scope book where you will see that I have 
priced every Tek instrument in there in an attempt to help those not as 
familiar with the technology as I am. The process is not perfect, and I get 
people disagreeing with my estimates all the time, but it is a heck of a lot 
better than nothing, which is what I have on crystals right now. 


Just yesterday, I was visiting my Dad, W7PH, (82 years old) and he pulled a 
drawer open in his operating desk and took out about a dozen crystals and 
gave them to me. He says he has nothing that uses crystals anymore and he 
is slowing cleaning out surplus stuff in preparation for a move to a 
retirement home. Almost all of these crystals were used by him at one time 
or another to operate a homebrew mobile rig on AM back in the '50s. All I 
can tell you is that they are the common garden variety type crystal that I 
used to use in my Novice rig in 1953. You could plug two of these in a 
common octal socket, side by side. Is this an FT-243?

They confuse the hell out of me, too, although I at 
least know what an FT-243 is. From your description, it sounds like 
that's what you have. The cases were phenolic/bakelite (? - wish I knew 
more about materials!) and could have either a similar front slab or a 
metal plate, usually with three holes filled with little Phillips head 
countersunk screws. The pair I have measure: 


Height: 1.137" 1.132" (not including blob around each pin) 
Width: @.813" 0.814" 
Depth: Q@.438" Q@.438" 
Pin Dia: 0.093" 0.093" 


Pin spacing is about 1/2 inch. 


I see that the nuts are held fixed in hex-sided holes in the back of the 
units. One is also marked "Type CRL-16 Freq. 3105 Kc Crystal Research 
Laboratories, Inc. Hartford, Conn." The other is Navy Type 40125 and is 
up on 16.64 Mc! Grabbed 'em at random from the pile, but they're what 
xI*x recognize as the "FT-243" package style. There may be differences in 
load capacitance, etc., but at least the sizing is right.

I have just acquired a Collins R-391-/urr in very good condx. This 
receiver has an Army Sig Corps plate on it with serial number 175. In 
addition, it has non inlaid white lettering above the name plate 
""20-294-35/mft"". The radio is in excellent shape both cosmetically 
as well as mechanically. 


Can anyone tell me : 


I have seen many references to 390's & 390A's but can't remember 
reading anything about a 391. What is the history of this particular 
receiver ? When was it produced? 


In addition, although it looks a lot like a r-390 it has a couple of 
subtle difference. The KC knob & Megahertz knob both have small 
butterfly bolts protruding from the middle of each knob, these lock 
down the knobs mechanically.

I used to have one just like it. It is actually a radio that can be remote 
controlled from

We're in the process of refinishing an HRO-50 cabinet and the saga so 

far has been "interesting." Rather than stripping the cabinet with 
chemicals, we took it to a local powdercoating firm who have a bead 
blasting booth. They blasted the cabinet inside and out, and removed 

every bit of the paing, including the hard-to-remove paint in the 

engraved lettering. The finish that's left is perfect for priming and 
spray printing. Cost was approximately $80 (it was the biggest part of a 
$100 batch). 


The really interesting part, however, was the paint matching. We went to 
one of the most professional and reliable paint stores in the SF Bay 
Area to have them match the color (we took an un-stripped bottom panel 
with us). We then began the real saga when we discovered that: 


1) CA clean air regulations have completely changed the kinds of paints 
that are available 


2) Resulting from 1), automotive paint of the kind required for the 
cabinet now costs nearly $100/gal, with a 1 gal minimum! Considering 
that we need less than a quart, this seemed like overkill. 


3) Matching the color of the cabinet with the paint we _could_ afford 
(ca. $25/gal) cannot be done by computer...has to be done from paint 
chips/formulas, with hand tweaking by a real pro. 


4) The hand-matching process is really complicated by the fact that the 
paint used on the HRO-50/60 series is not a single color but is, rather, 
an "orange peel" paint where two colors are applied simultaneously but 
"clump" into a pattern that looks a lot like orange peel (look at the 
cabinet wioth a magnifying glass to see what I mean). This makes the 
color matching only close, at best. 


5) Plan on finding someone who is willing to spend _lots_ of time in 
trial-and-error and who won't charge you an arm and a leg for each try. 


Most likely, if they advertise that they can match any color, by the 
time you make them make good on this, they'll never want to see you 
again, tho! 


How did the process work out? Well, the cabinet is still at our 
painter's and should be back within a week or so. The color we finally 
settled on _looks_ like it'll be really close. The coloring of the 
letters will be a no-brainer using the lacquer sticks available from 
AES...we've done this before on several radios. When the lettering is 
applied and has set, we'll then have the whole cabinet clear-coated to 
protect the finish. 


Is this worth it? Dunno, but it sure will be pretty! I certainly 
wouldn't ever count on getting your money back unless you have the spray 
gear and bead blaster, and can get a _really_ good price on the paint. 
You have to do this because you love the radios (and are slightly nuts, 
too!). 


Will keep all posted on the end result.

Your R-391 was modified for use with those direction finding 
arrays, which use a phase sensing doppler mode that requires 
controlled phase characteristics over the IF bandpass. For this 
reason R-390A's were not used, as they have mechanical filters 
which have complex group delay versus frequency curves and a 
tendancy to ring. Simple stagger tuned IFs have much more linear 
group delay versus frequency and no tendancy to ring. 


The absence of a bandwidth knob suggests that the IF bandwidth 
was optimized for some one kind of signal - I'd be curious to know 
what the actual IF bandpass curve is for that radio. My guess it 
that it would be optimized for CW ...

The R-725 was the R-390A with the R390 IF strip used by NSA in the TRD15 and 
23 systems. As mentioned, they used 8-10 of these receivers and a circle of 
receiving antennas 150' in diameter and a device called a goinometer? (I 
think that's right) to sequentially rotate the "antenna farm" to feed it 
into a truckload of additional equipment from scopes to amplifiers and a 
transmitter. This allowed the doppler effect to then give a line of bearing 
for DF Work. 


It would sound as if the mentioned 391 had a similar purpose. However, 
the autotune 390 version creates more questions. Maybe NSA didn't mean to 
get rid of this one and it slipped away! (Maybe from the Ft. Meade skunk 
works?)
